Illinois is a somewhat larger State than Indiana. It 
contaius 35,696,000 acres. Itis not probable howev- 
er, owing to the immense prairies, that it will ever 
‘contain as great a population as Indiana. Although 
\there is much prairie in this state, there are very few 
‘go large as to render them uninhabitable. But in Il- 
\linois there are thousands of acres which lie 10 or 15) 
imiles from any timber. And it is as common when trav- 
eling over these tracts, to hear some of the company 
sing out “land,” when they come in sight of the 
timber, as it is to hear the same word among mariners 
jwhen approaching the coast. It is utterly impossible 
‘to convey an adequate idea of the appearance of a 
large prairie, toa person who has never seen one. 
oy nearest resemblance is one of the very largest 
salt meadows on the sea shore.—They are covered 
with grass not dissimilar in appearance—and the wind 
rages over them with the same fearful and unobstruct- 
ed impetuosity.—Mr. Cooper's touching description 
of a fire raging over a prairie when the graes is dry, 
falls below the actual appearance. To avoid casual- 
ties, those who settle in the prairies, take care to keep 
the ground ploughed for some distance around the 
‘house. 
In several places where important roads cross the 
* Grand Prairie,” which extends nearly from one end 
to the other of the State, individuals have settled in the 
‘centre of it where it is 30 or more miles across. Their 
object of course, is tavern-keeping, though it is not to 
be expected that their ‘ neighborhood custom’ amounts 
to much—The greatest inconvenience is fire-wood. 
Very good fence may be made of turfs piled up which 
frequently unite and continue to grow, forming a du- 
rable wall—Turfs, are also frequently dried and used 
for fuel. 
If any person forms an idea that prairies are an un- 
broken plain, he will form a very erroncous one.— 
They are in many places quite undulating, nearly as 
much as the timbered land in the same region, having 
fine streams of water running through them, which 
are generally bordered with a narrow strip of timber. 
The soil too, of the greater part of them is quite fer- 
tile and most commonly clayey—some wet, some dry, 
some sandy and barren. It is very common to see 
‘islands of timber’ in them, from the size of 10 acres 
to 500—these are the first situations taken up by set- 
lers. They also practice buying a tract of timbered 
land and a tract of prairie adjoining the border. A 
belt of thick brushweod, almost invariably intervenes 
between the timber and open land—and in some prai- 
ries, large tracts, or islands of bushes may be seen. 
It is perhaps not universally known that the prairie 
country commences on the east, near the centre of 
Ohio, and that they increase in number and magni- 
tude as we proceed to the southwest, until in the ter- 
ritory of Arkansas, they strike almost into immensity 
of space. Proceeding, also in the same direction, 
from Lake Erie, the country is less and less hilly ; 
and in the whole State of Illinois it is supposed there 
is not an eminence 600 feet above the common level. 
There is of course but a very small portion of the soj, 
except the centres of the prairies, but what may be 
cultivated. For swamps are as uncommon in this 
{country as mountains.—Though to a stranger, riding 
over the land in a wet season, it might much of it ap- 
pear irreclaimably wet. This is owing to the reten- 
tive nature of the soil to hold water on the surface, 
but when the timber is taken off and the ground 
brought inte a state of cultivation, that which in its 
wild nature appeared the wetest, becomes sufficiently 
dry, and makes much the finest farms for grass and 
small grain. The climate is the same in Illinois as 
Indiana, it laying within the same parallels of latitude, 
or only differing a few minutes. But I think emi- 
grants from Massachusetts would be apt to suit them- 
selves better in Indiana than Illinois. Though there 
is a sufficiency of the best of land in either state, to 
‘furnish all the eurplus population of New-England 
i with the finest of farms. 
The hilly region, of which [ have spoken in a for- 
mer letter as bordering the Ohio, is undoubtedly more 
jhealthy than the plains, either in this state or Illinois, 
'though there is no more danger of sickness to an em- 
‘igrant from the northern states, than there is in 
moving out of Massachusetts into the state of N. 
York.
